1990-91  ENROLLMENT  OUTLOOK 

Each  Friday  we  monitor  the  number  of  applications  received  and  the  number  of  schedules  that  have  been 
completed  and  filed  in  our  computer  and  compare  these  figures  with  the  same  date  last  year.  I  am  pleased 
to  tell  you  that  we  are  running  approximately  88  applications  and  25  completed  schedules  ahead  of  this  time 
last  summer.  It  appears  that  enrollment  at  Copiah-Lincoln  will  be  up  for  1990-91. 

CAMPUS  ACTIVITIES 
Upward  Bound 
Currently,  we  have  about  seventy  Upward  Bound  students  on  campus  for  a  six- week  term.  These  young 
people  come  from  district  high  schools  and  this  summer  program  is  an  enrichment  program  for  them. 

High  School  Chemistry  Teachers 
We  also  have  a  Chemistry  class  that  is  being  sponsored  by  the  University  of  Southern  Mississippi.  This 
class  is  for  district  high  school  chemistry  teachers.  This  is  a  very  dedicated  group  of  teachers  and  we  are 
fortunate  to  have  teachers  of  this  quality  teaching  in  our  district. 

Basketball  Camps 
We  have  completed  both  a  men's  and  women's  basketball  camp  this  summer.  Over  100  was  enrolled 
in  both  campus. 

Regular  Summer  School 
We  are  in  our  third  three- week  term  of  summer  school.  Enrollment  is  approximately  the  same  as  last 
summer,  when  we  set  enrollment  records.  Each  summer  we  operate  three  summer  terms  of  three  weeks. 

Off-Campus  Classes 
We  have  students  enrolled  in  Magee  and  Monticello  this  summer  with  an  enrollment  of  425. 

Natchez  Campus 
Mr.  Travis  Thornton,  the  new  Associate  Dean  for  the  Natchez  Campus,  has  moved  to  Natchez  from 
Moorhead.  He  assumed  control  of  the  Natchez  Campus  effective  July  2,  1990.  Mr.  Thornton  is  an 
experienced  administrator  and  we  feel  fortunate  to  secure  an  educator  with  his  background. 

Natchez  Literary  Celebration 
On  June  7,  8,  and  9,  the  Natchez  Campus  sponsored  the  Natchez  Literary  Celebration  that  was 
developed  on  a  Natchez  Trace  Theme.  To  say  that  it  was  successful  would  be  an  understatement 

During  the  three  days,  we  heard  scholars 
from  the  colleges  and  universities  along  the 
Natchez  Trace.  Ms.  Eudora  Welty  was  a  high- 
light of  the  celebration.  Former  Governor 
William  Winter  was  the  Master  of  Ceremonies 
for  the  three-day  event  and  added  so  much  to 
the  celebration. 

During  the  celebration,  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  Manuel  Lujan,  dedicated  a  historical 
marker  at  Rosalie  and  received  the  title  from  the 
Trust  for  Public  Land  making  Melrose  a  part  of 
the  National  Park  Service. 

The  college  has  agreed  to  sponsor  this 
event  as  an  annual  event  and  the  National  Park 
Service  will  become  a  partner  beginning  with 
the  summer  of  1991 .

World-class  authors  and  academi- 
cians rubbed  elbows  with  world-class 
politicians  for  three  days  at  the  first 
Natchez  Literary  Celebration  June  7-9  in 
Natchez. 

"And  everyone  had  a  splendid  time," 
said  former  Mississippi  Gov.  William  F. 
Winter,  director  of  proceedings  for  the 
celebration. 

The  event,  sponsored  by  the  Natchez 
Campus  of  Co-Lin,  drew  such  renowned 
authors  as  Eudora  Welty  and  Margaret 
Walker  Alexander,  both  of  Jackson.  Each 
presented  a  portion  of  the  program. 

Also  present  were  such  academic 
stars  as  Dr.  Robert  Remini  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois  and  Dr.  Douglas  Lewis  of 
the  National  Gallery  of  Art,  both  of  whom 
gave  lectures. 

In  addition  were  such  politicians  as 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  Manuel  Lujan 
Jr.,  both  of  Mississippi's  U.S.  senators, 
Thad  Cochran  and  Trent  Lott,  and  three 
U.S.  Congressmen,  G.V.  "Sonny"  Mont- 
gomery, Mike  Parker  and  Jerry  Huckaby.

Board  of  Trustees  hosted  an  outdoor 
dinner  in  honor  of  the  lecturers  and  other 
special  guests. 

The  tone  and  mood  of  that  beautiful 
evening,  which  was  very  generously 
funded  by  ARA,  set  the  stage  forthe  rest 
of  the  weekend,"  said  Dr.  Billy  Thames, 
president  of  Co-Lin. 

Thames  and  his  wife,  Anne,  attended 
the  entire  celebration,  with  Thames  on 
the  podium  at  various  intervals,  includ- 
ing the  Melrose  dedication. 

The  first  literary  celebration  contin-

Dr.  Charles  Cannon  of  Oxford,  an 
English  professor  at  the  University  of 
Mississippi,  has  been  named  to  the  1 990 
Literary  Hall  of  Fame  at  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community  College  in  Wesson. 

A  native  of  Bruce,  Dr.  Cannon  at- 
tended Co-Lin  from  1945  to  1946,  re- 
ceived his  bachelor's  and  master's  de- 
grees from  the  University  of  Mississippi, 
and  completed  his  doctor  of  Philosophy 
degree  at  the  University  of  Missouri- 
Columbia. 

During  his  teaching  career,  Dr.  Can- 
non has  published  many  scholarly  ar- 
ticles including  "Noah  Webster's  Influ- 
ence on  American  English"  (1973), 
"Bevington's  Shakespeare:  The  Latest 
Complete  Works,  A  Review  Essay" 
(1983),  and  "Know  Him  I  Shall"  in  The 
Merchant  of  Venice  (1988). 

He  is  also  the  author  of  one  book  A 
Warning  for  Fair  Women:  A  Critical 
Edition  which  was  published  in  1975. 

The  current  research  interests  of  Dr. 
Cannon  involve  "domestic  tragedy  and 
the  Puritan  Controversy  over  the  stage."

"I  believed  that  having  an 
employment  service  was  God's  will  for 
my  life;  I  then  borrowed  my  first  month's 
rent  and  set  up  my  business  in  1980. 
Through  God's  blessings,  my  efforts  and 
faith,  I  have  just  celebrated  ten  years  in 
business." 

Successful  she  is.  Determination  and 
hard  work  have  paid  off. 

Currently  she  is  serving  as  president 
of  the  Mississippi  Association  of  Person- 
nel Consultants.

The  Year  Was  1932 


How  I  came  to  be  a  student

I  have  been  asked  many  times  how  a 
north  Mississippi  boy  ended  up  attend- 
ing Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College,  lo- 
cated at  the  little  town  of  Wesson  in 
south  Mississippi.  It's  a  long  story  and 
has  its  beginning  in  Oxford,  anothersmall 
town  located  in  north  Mississippi,  home 
of  Ole  Miss.  It  was  a  late  hot  Saturday 
afternoon  in  early  July,  1932.  It  was  at 
the  height  of  the  Depression.  Jobs  were 
impossible  to  find.  Things  were  tough 
everywhere. 

I  had  just  finished  high  school  and 
was  looking  for  just  anything.  One 
couldn't  buy  a  job  much  less  find  one.  It 
was  these  state  of  affairs  which  existed 
when  I  walked  into  the  barber  shop  of 
Lucious  Parks  at  Oxford,  Miss.,  which 
was  located  at  the  square.  I  knew  Lucious 
from  earlier  days,  having  gone  to  school 
with  his  brother  and  sister  at  College  Hill, 
which  was  an  agricultural  high  school. 
Lucious  met  me  at  the  door  and  in  a  very 
excited  state  told  me  that  Coach  Walker, 
head  football  coach  at  Ole  Miss,  was  just 
in  his  shop  and  told  him  that  if  John 
Goodwin  showed  up  to  tell  him  to  come 
out  to  the  Ole  Miss  campus  and  that  he 
wanted  to  talk  to  me.  Since  it  was  late 
Saturday  evening,  I  decided  to  wait  until 
Monday  to  go  out  to  see  him.  In  the 
meantime  I  walked  over  to  the  Chilton 
Drug  Store,  also  located  on  the  square, 
where  the  boys  began  to  accumulate. 
Boys  in  those  days  didn't  have  a  car  as 
they  do  today,  and  the  only  way  to  get 
together  or  go  anywhere  was  either  to 
walk  or  thumb  a  ride. 

I  hardly  had  been  in  front  of  Chilton's 
when  up  walked  Robert  Harkins,  a  friend 
of  mine,  accompanied  by  a  tall  6'2",  215 
pounder  who  was  introduced  to  me  as 
PaulTurnbough  from  Brookhaven,  Miss. 
Paul  and  I  hit  it  off  like  long  lost  brothers. 
He  told  me  he  was  on  an  athletic 
scholarship  at  Ole  Miss  and  that  he  had 
a  brother-in-law  by  the  name  of  Hook 
Stone,  who  was  the  head  coach  at  Co- 
Lin.  I  told  Paul  that  Coach  Walker  had 
left  word  at  Parks  Barber  Shop  to  come 
out  to  Ole  Miss  to  talk  to  him.  Paul  then 
told  me  to  go  down  to  Wesson  and  tell 
Hook  Stone  that  Paul  had  sent  me.  He 


told  me  they  would  take  care  of  me  down 
there.  Of  course  this  went  in  one  ear  and 
out  the  other  because  I  had  only  70 
cents  in  my  pocket  and  my  scope  of 
travel  at  that  point  extended  to  about  50 
miles  around  Oxford  and  that  I  had  no 
intentions  to  thumb  my  way  200  miles  to 
Wesson,  which  was  unknown  territory  to 
me. 

I  guess  Paul  sensed  this  when  he 
abruptly  turned  to  me  and  asked  me  if  I 
had  any  money.  I  replied,  "I  have  70 
cents."  He  said,  "Give  me  350."  I  gave 
Paul  the  35  cents.  He  took  it  and  disap- 
peared into  the  drug  store.  Upon  his 
return  he  handed  me  a  plug  of  natural 
leaf  chewing  tobacco  and  said,  "Put  this 
in  your  pocket  -  I'm  going  to  take  you 


down  there." 

We  began  running  to  the  depot  which 
was  about  3-4  blocks  from  the  town 
square  where  we  were.  As  we  were 
running  to  the  station  to  catch  the  train, 
I  told  him  I  couldn't  go  on  the  train,  which 
was  beginning  to  pull  of  the  station.  I 
couldn't  ride  because  I  only  had  35  cents. 
He  told  me  that  I  didn't  need  money  the 
way  we  were  going  and  that  we  were 
going  to  ride  the  'blinds'.  I  had  never 
ridden  the  'blinds'  before  in  my  life  but 
Paul  was  an  old  hand  at  it,  having  worked 


in  the  wheat  fields  of  Kansas  where 
riding  the  'blind'  was  the  accepted  mode 
of  travel  in  the  depression  days  for  hobos 
and  wheat  field  workers.  I  knew  what  he 
meant  when  he  said  "ride  the  blinds." 

The  train  was  traveling  pretty  fast 
when  we  got  there  but  we  grabbed  some 
"iron"  and  swung  into  the  blinds.  For 
those  who  do  not  know  what  the  "blinds" 
are  on  a  passenger  train  it's  the  space 
between  cars,  not  inside  the  cars. 

This  was  in  the  day  of  coal  burning 
engines  where  coal  was  used  to  stroke 
the  boiler  and  the  coal  or  ashes  was 
blown  out  the  smokestack  along  with  the 
smoke.  We  got  it  all  -  smoke,  ashes, 
cinders  and  all.  It  wasn't  long  before  the 
white  shirt,  the  brown  flannels  and  the 
white  Pat  Boone  type-shoes  took  on  a 
grimy  appearance  and  every  cinder 
blown  out  the  smoke  stack  landed  and 
stuck  in  my  hair.  We  were  riding  in  the 
blind  close  to  the  engine  so  we  got  it  all. 
We  were  on  our  way  south  to  Wesson. 

I  must  have  gone  to  sleep  when  I 
heard  a  gruff  voice  saying  "Come  on  out 
boys  before  you  get  killed."  It  was  the 
voice  of  the  railroad  detective.  I  re- 
member getting  off  the  train  and 
scrambling  down  the  bank  to  the  street 
below.  I  saw  a  big  sign  which  read, 
"Edwards."  My  friend  said  we  were  in 
Jackson  and  that  was  the  Edwards  Ho- 
tel on  which  the  sign  was  located. 

Paul  said  we  had  to  catch  train  No.  3 
because  he  had  to  be  back  at  Ole  Miss 
at  8  o'clock  Monday  morning. 

We  were  still  headed  south.  The  rail- 
road detective  had  disappeared  so  we 
scrambled  back  up  the  embankment.  By 
this  time  the  train  was  really  rolling.  Paul 
told  me  to  "grab  some  iron"  and  not  to 
worry  about  him,  that  whatever  blind  he 
was  able  to  catch  on  that  fast  moving 
train  that  he  would  get  off  and  join  me  in 
which  ever  blind  I  managed  to  get  aboard. 
We  got  back  on  the  train  and  headed 
down  south. 

We  were  approaching  another  town 
which  I  later  learned  was  Crystal  Springs. 
The  train  was  slowing  when  all  hell  broke 
loose.  There  must  have  been  12-15  pis- 
tol shots  in  the  near  vicinity  of  the  blind  in

which  we  were  riding.  I  was  scared  to 
death.  I  knew  the  next  shots  were  meant 
for  us.  I  know  I  must  have  bent  the  steel 
door  to  the  baggage  car  trying  to  make 
myself  invisible  to  the  people  who  were 
firing  the  shots.  My  friend  Paul  was  not 
disturbed  because  he  swung  off  the  train 
and  walked  about  ten  feet  over  to  one  of 
the  men  who  were  firing  the  shots  and 
who  I  later  learned  was  the  town  marshal. 
This  man  had  one  of  the  largest,  ugliest 
and  meanest  looking  pistol  I  had  ever 
seen  and  he  looked  like  he  could  use  it. 
Paul  walked  over  and  asked  him  what 
the  shooting  was  all  about.  I  knew  the 
man  was  going  to  shoot  Paul  and  I  was 
next.  I  was  still  pushing  that  steel  door 
and  wishing  I  was  just  anywhere  except 
where  I  was. 

However,  the  man  was  very  nice,  he 
told  Paul  that  they  received  word  that 
someone  had  murdered  somebody  in 
Jackson  and  he  was  seen  headed  south 
on  the  train  we  were  on.  When  the  train 
slowed  down  the  suspect,  who  was  also 
riding  the  blinds,  jumped  off  and  started 
running  and  they  started  shooting.  We 
never  found  out  whether  they  killed  him 
or  not. 

By  this  time  the  train  began  to  move 
and  my  friend  said  next  stop  was 
Hazlehurst  and  then  Wesson.  We 
boarded  the  train  again  in  our  usual  style 
and  once  again  headed  south.  It  was 
between  dawn  and  daylight  when  things 
were  the  darkest.  The  train  finally  stopped 
and  I  asked  Paul  when  we  got  off  where 
was  Wesson  and  his  reply  was  "Boy,  you 
are  standing  in  the  middle  of  town."  I 
looked  around  and  all  I  could  see  was  a 
single  light  bulb,  what  I  assumed  was  a 
street  light,  swaying  gently  to  and  fro  in 
the  breeze  that  had  sprung  up  in  the 
early  morning. 

When  I  asked  Paul  where  the  college 
was,  he  said  we  would  have  to  walk 
down  the  railroad  to  the  bridge  first.  I 
began  to  think  at  last.  Here  I  was  about 
200-300  miles  from  home  walking  down 
a  railroad  track  with  a  man  in  the  early 
dawn  whom  I  had  only  met  just  a  few 
hours  before.  I  had  faith  in  my  newfound 
friend.  I  had  nootherchoice.  We  were  no 


longer  headed  south.  We  had  arrived 
after  walking  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
down  the  railroad.  We  came  to  an  over- 
head bridge.  We  scrambled  up  the  steep 
bank  and  there  before  us  was  Co-Lin  Jr. 
College. 

We  walked  up  to  the  campus  where 
Mr.  Burt,  the  night  watchman,  stopped 
us.  He  knew  Paul  and  after  a  while  Paul 
asked  him  where  the  summer  crew  was 
staying.  He  told  us  they  were  staying  in 
the  dispensary  which  was  the  first  floor 
of  the  boys  dorm.  We  went  in  and  the 
boys  who  ran  the  dairy  were  getting  up  to 
milkthe  cows.  Paul  begantowakeallthe 
rest.  They  all  knew  Paul.  One  boy  in 
particular  when  I  was  introduced  was 
Marvin  Hutson,  who  played  center  on

Co-Lin's  football  team  and  who  later 
captained  the  Ole  Miss  team.  Marvin, 
who  I  had  just  met,  took  one  look  at  me 
and  said  "Boy,  you  need  a  haircut".  I  told 
him  I  needed  a  lot  of  things  and  a  haircut 
was  not  on  my  priority  list.  He  said,  "Wait 
here."  When  he  returned,  he  had  barber 
clippers,  scissors  and  a  barber  cloth.  I 
told  him  I  didn't  have  but  35  cents  and 
that  I  could  not  pay  that  much  for  a 
haircut.  He  told  me  I  wouldn't  need  any 
money  that  this  was  a  freebie.  He  pro- 
ceeded to  "lay  one  on  me,"  his  termi- 
nology. 

In  walked  another  person  who  was 
introduced  to  me  as  Johnny  Moak,  guard 
on  the  team.  Johnny  just  had  a  pair  of 
skivies  and  he  had  muscles  where  I 
didn't  know  muscles  existed.  About  21 5 
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pounds  of  them.  After  meeting  him  and 
Marvin  Hutson,  I  began  to  wonder  if  I 
was  in  the  right  place.  I  almost  quit 
football  that  night. 

I  was  anxious  to  clean  up  and  wash 
my  dirty  grimy  shirt.  This  was  in  the  days 
before  drip  dry  so  my  shirt  looked  about 
as  bad  as  it  did  before  I  washed  it.  It  was 
a  relief  to  get  the  cinders  out  of  my  hair 
and  remove  some  of  the  soot  and  smoke 
stains  from  my  face.  It  was  then  time  to 
eat  breakfast.  I  began  to  feel  at  ease  with 
the  boys  I  had  met,  even  though  scrub- 
bing as  I  did  I  didn't  remove  all  the  grit 
and  grime. 

As  we  stood  around  the  table  in  the 
dining  room,  I  noticed  more  places  had 
been  set  that  outnumber  the  boys  I  had 
met.  About  that  time  walks  in  eight  female 
professors,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  Ewing 
and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Russell  Ellzey.  Russell 
was thefirst  President  of  Copiah-Lincoln. 
It  was  then  I  realized  how  dirty  and  filthy 
I  really  was  and  if  I  could  have  found  a  rat 
hole  I  would  have  crawled  into  it.  How- 
ever, I  was  never  more  royally  treated 
than  I  was  then.  Not  one  word  was  said 
about  my  grimy  appearance.  It  was  then 
I  fell  in  love  with  Co-Lin. 

I  then  met  "Hook"  Stone  who  said  to 
come  on  down  and  that  they  would  take 
care  of  me.  I  then  told  him  I  had  no  job, 
no  place  to  stay,  but  that  I  would  like  to 
stay.  He  told  me  not  to  worry  that  I  would 
become  a  year  round  resident  - 
Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  summer  and 
all. 

Paul  visited  his  mother  in  Brookhaven. 
This  was  Sunday.  Paul  had  to  be  back 
on  the  Ole  Miss  campus  8  o'clock 
Monday  morning.  We  were  running  on  a 
tight  schedule.  We  went  back  on  the 
same  train  we  came  down  on  and  in  the 
same  fashion,  on  the  blinds.  We  had  no 
mishaps  that  we  had  on  the  way  down. 
We  no  sooner  crawled  on  our  blinds 
when  Paul  tried  the  door.  It  was  not 
locked;  however,  the  mail  carrier  had 
one  of  the  biggest  pistols  I  had  ever 
seen.  Paul  walks  on  in,  explains  who  we 
were  and  that  we  were  trying  to  get  back 
to  Ole  Miss  by  8  o'clock  Monday.  The

mailman  was  as  nice  as  he  could  be.  He 
told  us  to  come  on  in  and  make  our- 
selves at  home.  He  also  told  us  his  relief 
would  come  aboard  at  Canton,  but  he 
would  hide  us  and  tell  his  relief  about  it. 
He  hid  us  in  a  cabinet  and  closed  the 
door  and  then  I  began  to  think  again.  I 
figured  that  when  he  locked  us  in  the 
cabin,  the  next  time  we  would  see  him 
would  be  with  several  other  men  with 
drawn  guns. 

Nothing  like  that  happened.  Soon  we 
heard  a  voice  say,  "Come  on  out.  Every- 
thing is  o.k."  We  came  out.  He  motioned 
to  a  half-filled  bundle  of  mail  bags  and 
said  we  could  stretch  out  on  them.  I  took 
him  up  on  his  offer  and  immediately  fell 
asleep.  I  did  not  wake  up  until  Paul 
shook  me  and  said,  "We  are  close  to 
Oxford  where  I  get  off,  this  train  goes  on 
to  Nashville,  so  you  will  get  off  at  Holly 
Springs  to  go  on  to  Memphis."  He  didn't 
mention  my  going  to  talk  to  Coach 
Walker. 

I  got  off  at  Holly  Springs,  dirty,  grimy 
and  looking  awful.  There  was  not  much 
traffic  between  Holly  Springs  and  Mem- 
phis. The  roads  in  Mississippi  were 
graveled  at  that  point  in  time,  what  there 
were  of  them.  I  finally  got  to  Memphis, 
got  my  clothes  and  boarded  a  bus  to 
Wesson. 

I  played  two  years  at  Co-Lin,  making 
All  State  Junior  college  tackle  the  first 
year  and  All  State  Junior  College  center 
the  second  year.  I  hated  center  but  our 
center  had  a  heart  palpitation  and  Coach 
Stone  would  not  play  him  in  this  condi- 
tion. 

I  then  went  on  to  Mississippi  State  on 
an  athletic  scholarship  as  a  center  on  the 
football  team.  I  still  hated  the  position. 
We  were  red  shirted  the  first  year.  I  hurt 
my  knees  in  the  spring  training  game.  I 
knew  my  knees  were  gimpy,  but  I  couldn't 
quit.  I  was  running  on  the  first  team  and 
started  the  first  game.  I  hurt  both  my 
knees  all  over  again.  Coach  sent  me  to 
Jackson  where  the  doctor  said  I  was 
through  with  athletics  but  for  every  day 
use  they  would  be  all  right.  Mississippi 
State  offered  to  have  the  knees  oper- 
ated on,  but  I  was  through  as  an  athlete. 

Knee  operations  weren't  satisfactory 
in  1934,  so  I  optioned  to  decline  the 
operation. 

Mr.  Ewing  offered  me  my  first  job.  It 
was  like  asking,  "Do  you  want  to  go  to 


Heaven?"  I  accepted. 

I  spent  about  six  years  of  my  life  at 
Co-Lin.  I  am  a  Colinian.  Over  the  years 
the  school  has  grown  tremendously,  but 
to  me  it  is  still  Co-Lin.  I  do  not  know  why 


I  went  to  Co-Lin;  it  just  happened. 

After  visiting  Co-Lin  and  being  treated 
so  royally,  it  never  entered  my  mind  to  go 
see  Coach  Ed  Walker  of  Ole  Miss.  Paul 
saw  to  that.

The  community,  Copiah-Lincoln  and

When  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College 
became  Copiah-Lincoln  Community 
College  in  July,  1988,  the  name  change 
did  not  affect  our  connection  to  the  com- 
munity. We  continued  to  do  what  we 
have  been  doing  for  over  sixty  years: 
providing  quality  education  for  the  citi- 
zens in  our  seven-county  district.  But 
with  the  change  I  began  to  examine 
some  of  those  connections. 

Those  community  connections  in- 
clude the  annual  arts  series,  special 
programs  in  art,  drama,  and  music  not 
ordinarily  seen  in  our  rural  community;  a 
literary  hall  of  fame  honored  former  stu- 
dents who  have  used  writing  in  their 
careers;  scholastic  competitions  in  math 
and  science  for  secondary  school  stu- 
dents in  our  district;  and  a  writing  com- 
petition also  for  secondary  school  stu- 
dents. But  one  of  the  most  unusual  con- 
nections Copiah-Lincoln  has  with  the 
community  centers  around  Doris  and 
Jim  Bateman,  a  retired  couple,  who  did 
not  take  retirement  seriously. 

Jim  and  Doris,  who  live  in  Hazlehurst, 
Mississippi,  just  maybe  Copiah-Lincoln's 
"points  of  light,"  for  they  have  been 
sharing  their  time,  concern  and  encour- 
agement with  students  at  Co-Lin  and 
with  students  throughout  the  state. 

Doris  and  Jim  Bateman  are  showing 
what  people  in  the  community  can  do  to 
help  education.  They  are  showing  us  all 
that  money  alone  is  nottheanswertothe 
failure  of  education  in  Mississippi  and  in 
the  United  States.  Teachers  like  the 
Batemans  are  the  true  "enablers"  Ken 
Macrorie  describes  in  his  book  Twenty 
Teachers.  Teachers  who  care  about 
learning  can  turn  a  whole  generation  of 
students  around. 

During  the  1987-1988  school  year, 
Jim  volunteered  to  conduct  a  poetry 
session  with  different  classes  in  the 
Hazlehurst  City  School,  K-12.  He  at- 
tended one  class  each  week  throughout 
the  year,  and  before  the  year  was  over 
he  and  Doris,  who  went  with  him  when 
her  schedule  permitted,  realized  the  stu- 
dents needed  more  than  a  focus  on 
poetry. 

Perhaps  they  realized  an  answer  to 
that  need  when  they  attended  as  special 


guests  at  a  series  of  workshops  on  the 
Teaching  of  Writing  for  Secondary 
Teachers  conducted  at  Copiah-Lincoln 
and  sponsored  by  the  University  of  Mis- 
sissippi during  the  1987-1988  school 
year.  During  these  workshop  sessions 
twenty  teachers  from  schools  in  four  of 
our  seven-county  district  experienced 
the  techniques  of  Don  Murray,  William 
Zinsser,  Peter  Elbow,  Ken  Macrorie, 
Toby  Fulwiler,  Janet  Emig  and  others. 
Jim  and  Doris  borrowed  some  of  the 
books  on  display,  and  soon  they  be- 
came missionaries  of  process  writing, 
writing-to-learn,  and  peer  groups.  They 
began  to  see  how  they  could  help  those 
students  at  Hazlehurst  City  School  with 
skills  more  practical  than  poetry  appre- 
ciation alone. 

And  it  was  during  the  1988-1989 
school  term  that  the  Batemans  put  many 
of  those  approaches  to  writing  to  work, 
but  this  time  limiting  their  efforts  to  only 
one  class  at  the  school.  The  Hazlehurst 
City  Schools  had  begun  a  special  Alter- 
native Class  designed  for  students 
academically  behind  students  in  their 
age  group.  Mrs.  Faye  Huff,  the  teacher 
for  the  twenty  students,  welcomed  the 
Batemans  to  the  class  and  during  the 
year  the  Batemans,  Mrs.  Huff,  and  the 
students  developed  a  special  bond  which 
has  enabled  these  students  to  change 
their  attitudes  about  school,  learning, 
and  themselves.  The  emphasis  in  the 
Alternative  Class  is  on  the  self-worth  of 
the  child,  on  building  bridges  toward 
attitude  changes,  toward  success,  and 
toward  becoming  a  productive  citizen. 

When  Nancy  Dykes,  English  instructor 
and  sponsor  of  the  English  Club  at  Co- 
piah-Lincoln, realized  what  the  Batemans 
had  been  doing  in  the  community,  she 
submitted  a  program  proposal  to  the 
Gulf  Coast  Conference  on  the  Teaching 
of  Writing,  sponsored  in  part  by  Auburn 
University.  The  slot  at,  this  conference 
gave  Nancy,  the  Batemans,  and  me  an 
opportunity  to  share  with  otherteachers 
across  the  Southeast  the  special  con- 
nection that  Copiah-Lincoln  and  our 
community  have. 

At  the  conference  the  Batemans  told 
of  their  excitement  about  the  growth  and 
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promise  they  had  seen  in  these  stu- 
dents. Toward  the  end  of  the  year  they 
were  able  to  get  positive,  enthusiastic 
responses  from  the  students  about  po- 
etry they  read  together  and  about  poetry 
they  wrote  and  shared. 

I  n  the  fall  semester  of  1 988  a  group  of 
adults,  spurred  on  by  Jim  and  Doris' 
encouragement,  requested  that  Co-Lin's 
Division  of  Continuing  Education  offer  a 
non-credit  writing  course  at  night  in 
Crystal  Springs  about  twenty-five  miles 
from  campus.  For  six  weeks,  one  night 
each  week,  about  eight  adults  and  I  met, 
read,  did  free  writing  and  other  writing 
activities  together.  Afterthe  official  class 
was  over,  the  "writers"  did  not  want  to 
stop. 

For  almost  two  years,  the  group  ~ 
now  called  The  Copiah  Writers  Group  - 
-  has  continued  to  meet  once  a  week  in 
private  homes  and  once  a  quarter  in  the 
City  Library  for  combined  programs  with 
the  Friends  of  the  Library.  The  group 
continues  to  grow  and  the  community's 
interest  in  writing  is  increasing. 

Because  the  group  believes  that  it  is 
good  for  school-age  students  to  see  that 
writing  has  a  place  in  a  non-school  set- 
ting, the  group  conducted  a  special 
summer  project,  A  Writing  Club,  for  chil- 
dren 8-12.  For  six  weeks  during  the 
summer  of  1 989  they  met  each  Friday  in 
the  Crystal  Springs  Library  for  about  two 
hours  of  writing.  Members  of  the  Copiah 
Writers  Group  volunteered  their  time  to 
offer  instruction,  support,  and  encour- 
agement to  fourteen  young  writers.  At 
the  end  of  the  summer,  the  Copiah  Writ- 
ers Groupcompiled  samples  of  the  young 
people's  summer  writing  in  a  "publica- 
tion" for  each  young  writer  and  for  the 
city  library. 

The  connection  between  Copiah- 
Lincoln,  the  Copiah  Writers  Group,  and 
the  Batemans  is  not  over,  for  the  group 
supports  the  campus  literary  magazine 
with  financial  gifts  and  moral  support.  In 
the  fall  of  1989,  Jim  and  Charles 
Thornton,  a  memberof  the  writers' group 
and  a  Copiah-Lincoln  alumnus,  assisted 
in  a  writing  workshop  for  high  school 
students  and  teachers,  sponsored  by 
the  division  of  humanities  at  Copiah-

Lincoln.  Durr  Walker,  Jr.,  chairman  of 
the  division  of  humanities,  has  already 
made  plans  to  host  a  second  workshop 
for  high  school  students  in  the  fall  of 
1990,  and  the  Copiah  Writers  will  par- 
ticipate again. 

Not  only  have  the  Bateman's  shown 
light  in  the  schools  and  the  community 
with  young  students,  they  have  also 
helped  many  in  the  community  realize 
the  importance  of  writing,  the  magic  of 
playing  with  words,  the  satisfaction  that 
comes  from  the  risk  of  putting  words  on 
paper.

With  59  combined  years  in  the  military, 
in  teaching  and  in  civil  service,  the 
Batemans  began  their  retirement  years. 
Doris  and  Jim  Bateman,  after  37  years 
away  from  Copiah  County  and  Missis- 
sippi returned  to  Hazlehurst,  to  live  on 
Mississippi  Street  and  garden  on  Ouratey 
Acres,  the  Bateman  family  homestead. 

For  14  years  they  hosted  Doris' 
mother,  Ruth  Thomas  Harden,  helping 
her  adjust  to  life  in  Mississippi  after  living 
in  Virginia  until  she  was  80.  For  years 
prior  to  her  own  residence  there,  Mrs. 
Harden  delighted  the  men  and  women 
of  Pinecrest  Nursing  Home  with  her  reci- 
tations of  over  50  poems  she  had 
memorized. 

The  Batemans  read,  wrote,  and  re- 
discovered Mississippi  relatives, 
schoolmates,  and  friends.  Jim,  who 
graduated  from  Union  High  School, 
helped  to  start  Union  School  reunions  at 
Poplar  Springs,  Jim's  old  church.  And  to 
renew  their  connections  with  things  Mis- 
sissippi and  family,  Jim  and  his  brother 
Harold  helped  revive  the  Bateman  family 
reunion,  now  meeting  in  the  even  years. 

To  make  their  connections  with  the 
past  even  more  complete  Jim  enrolled  in 
a  Creative  Writing  class  at  Co-Lin.  He 
wrote  and  read  along  with  the  regular 
college  students,  most  fresh  out  of  high 
school.  Jim  had  decided  that  he  wanted 
to  strengthen  his  skill  in  writing  poetry, 
an  activity  he  had  not  had  much  time  for 
during  his  twenty  years  in  the  U.S.  Ma- 
rine Corps  and  other  years  in  the  univer- 
sity system  in  Georgia. 

After  that  first  year  when  he  was  en- 
rolled as  an  official  student,  Jim  contin- 
ued to  come  to  the  creative  writing  class 
along  with  his  best  critic  Doris,  to  listen, 
write  and  read  with  the  students.  Jim  and 
Doris  encouraged  and  challenged  stu- 
dents with  their  enthusiasm  for  learning 
and  their  willingness  to  share.  After  Jim 
lead  the  class  in  reading  and  writing 
poetry  for  a  six-week  period,  students 
and  teachers  began  calling  Jim  Co-Lin's 
poet-in-resident. 

Because  of  their  interest  in  writing 
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and  in  young  people,  the  Batemans  gave 
$1 000  to  begin  a  scholarship  fund  at  Co- 
Lin  for  students  showing  interest  and 
talent  in  writing.  Several  students  have 
now  received  the  Bateman  Creative 
Writing  Award. 

Jim,  Thelma  Hemphill  Jones,  the  late 
Otto  Estes  and  others  of  the  1 935  Co-Lin 
graduating  class  have  spearheaded  the 
drive  for  a  proper  entrance  sign  at  the 
new  road  to  be  built  to  Co-Lin.  They  have 
donated  seed  money  for  this  purpose.

Since  returning  to  Mississippi  for 
"retirement,"  Jim  has  written  several 
books.  These  include  Cotton  Candy  and 
Turnip  Greens,  a  book  of  poetry  co- 
authored  with  the  late  Henry  Tim  Cham- 
bers; Worship  With  Words,  a  book  of 
religious  poems;  One/1,  a  collection  of 
poems  by  Jim  and  Henry  Tim  Chambers;

Batemans  help  set  up  CALL 


Both  Jim  and  Doris  Bateman  have  a 
new  twinkle  in  their  eyes  as  they  become 
involved  in  even  more  ways  to  be  Copiah 
County's  points  of  light.  This  spring  and 
summer  they  have  become  extremely 
enthusiastic  about  the  Copiah  Adult 
Learning  for  Literacy  Council  (CALL). 

"We  expect  to  see  a  largely  different 
approach  to  functional  competency 
training  --  K  through  Adult  --  in  the  1 990's. 
Many  dedicated  individuals,  including 
parents  with  their  children,  will  continue 
to  work  as  tutors  in  theirown  right  at  such 
training.  On  theotherhand,  organizations 
of  many  types  stand  to  be  helpful.  One 
such  organization  will  be  CALL," 
Bateman  explains. 

Jim  and  Doris  have  been  helpful  in 


setting  up  the  CALL  Council,  sponsored 
initially  by  the  Hazlehurst  Chamber  of 
Commerce  in  the  Copiah  County  Board 
of  Supervisors.  The  organization  expects 
to  have  a  separate  state  incorporation 
soon.  The  Batemans,  who  are  already 
tutoring  three  students,  point  out  that 
they  "Only  want  to  be  tutors  in  our  own 
rights,"  but  they  are  also  serving  as  Tutor 
Representative  and  Learner  Represen- 
tative to  the  CALL  Council.  These  slots 
are  part  of  a  special  committee  called  for 
the  moment  "Operational  Group".  The 
Batemans'  volunteer  work  in  the  public 
schools  in  Copiah  and  other  counties 
has  prepared  them  for  these  new  chal- 
lenges. 

The  Batemans  think  an  all-out  effort 


will  ultimately  be  mounted  to  combat  the 
literacy  and  functionally  competency 
statistics.  "We  think  we  are  already 
somewhat  behind  various  areas  of  the 
country.  We  need  to  keep  building  on 
foundations  established  by  other  work- 
ers. And  now  we  hope  people  will  some 
day  refer  to  what  we  are  doing  as  foun- 
dation building." 

I  n  addition  to  this  involvement  in  CALL, 
the  Batemans  are  helping  with  the 
county-wide  SWEEPS  program,  de- 
signed to  fight  the  drug  problem  in  the 
county.  But.. .that  is  another  story.  These 
two  "retired"  adults  and  the  light  they 
carry  with  them  are  testimony  and  chal- 
lenge for  others  to  join  them  on  these 
and  other  projects.

Dean's  Column 


'Career  Beginnings'  Project  '95  starts  this  fall

In  the  fall  of  1 990  Co-Lin  will  kick  off  a 
new  initiative  called  "Career  Beginnings" 
to  serve  students  within  the  college 
district.  Career  Beginnings  is  designed 
to  assist  juniors  and  seniors  in  partici- 
pating high  schools  in  educational 
planning  for  their  careers  so  that  their 
chances  of  success  in  the  real  world  are 
significantly  increased.  The  program  is 
particularly  designed  for  those  students 
who  are  "average",  but  yet  strong  willed 
in  their  desire  to  do  well  in  life. 

In  May  of  1990  Co-Lin  submitted  a 
proposal  to  the  National  Career  Begin- 
nings office  at  Brandeis  University  to  be 
one  of  5  sites  in  Mississippi  to  be  ap- 
proved for  participation  in  this  initiative. 
Approval  of  the  project  proposal  carries 
with  it  a  $1 00,000  grant  from  The  Com- 
monwealth Fund  to  be  used  over  a  3 
year  period  of  time.  Co-Lin  is  also  eli- 
gible for  JTPA  funding  to  assist  with 
program  costs.  The  college  has  been 
notified  that  the  project  proposal  has 
been  approved  and  that  JTPA  money 
will  be  awarded  for  the  1990-91  year. 

Career  Beginnings  personnel  at  Co- 
Lin  will  work  closely  with  four  high  schools 
within  the  college  district.  Those  schools 
are  as  follows:  Brookhaven  High  School, 
Franklin  County  High  School,  Lawrence 
County  High  School,  and  Natchez  High 
School.  These  schools  are  all  submitted 
competitive  applications  to  participate  in 
the  project.  Each  high  school  will  have  a 


person  designated  to  work  directly  with 
the  project  coordinator  at  Co-Lin  and 
with  the  students  selected  for  participa- 
tion. Approximately  50  juniors  will  be 
selected  each  year  to  participate  during 
their  junior  and  senior  year  of  high  school. 

The  project  features  3  components 
which  are  designed  to  widen  the  doors  of 
opportunity  foryoung  people.  First,  there 
will  be  a  skills  building  component  which 
will  entail  students  participating  in  spe- 
cial classes  and  workshops  during  their 
junior  and  senior  year  on  the  Co-Lin 
Wesson  Campus.  Classes  will  not  only 
build  on  the  basic  components  of 
learning,  but  will  enhance  students'  study 
skills,  employability  skills,  etc.  In  addition, 
students  will  be  exposed  to  the  college 
campus  where  they  will  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  get  a  feel  for  the  college  setting 
while  receiving  the  benefit  of  workshops 
and  classes  taught  by  college  instructors 
and  professionals  from  the  business 
community. 

A  second  component  of  the  program 
is  the  mentoring  of  students  with  pro- 
fessional people  in  the  community.  In 
the  spring  of  1991,  each  student  in  the 
first  group  of  juniors  will  be  matched  with 
a  professional  person  in  the  community 
astheir"mentor".Notonlywillthe  student 
have  a  role  model  to  follow,  but  he/she 
will  have  the  benefit  of  advice  and 
counseling  on  personal  decisions  from 
one  who  is  successful  in  the  real  world. 


When  students'  areas  of  professional 
interest  are  known,  an  attempt  will  be 
made  to  match  them  with  professional 
people  in  that  field  of  work. 

The  third  component  of  the  program 
is  the  summer  work  aspect  for  those 
juniors  who  have  been  identified.  Be- 
tween their  junior  and  senior  year  in  high 
school  student  participants  will  be  as- 
sisted in  finding  summer  employment  in 
a  job  area  which  will  enhance  their  un- 
derstanding of  that  particular  field.  A 
strong  attempt  will  be  made  to  place 
students  in  their  particular  area  of  inter- 
est. In  addition,  students  will  earn  money 
to  assist  them  with  their  education. 

Mrs.  Pat  Young  has  been  employed 
as  Career  Beginnings  Project  Coordi- 
nator. Her  office  is  located  on  the  top 
floor  of  Mutton  Building  on  the  Wesson 
Campus.  Other  personnel  working  with 
the  project  will  include  a  full-time  sec- 
retary and  a  full-time  Mentor  Coordina- 
tor. The  Mentor  Coordinatorwill  not  begin 
employment  until  November  of  1990, 
since  that  aspect  of  the  project  begins  in 
the  spring  of  1 991 ;  however,  Mrs.  Young 
will  be  making  some  initial  contacts  with 
professionals  within  the  college  district 
during  the  next  few  months.  If  you  are 
interested  in  serving  as  a  mentor,  or  if 
you  want  more  information  about  this 
project,  please  call  Mrs.  Young  at  643- 
5101,  Wesson,  Mississippi  39191.

Dunn  retires  as  librarian

It's  hard  to  leave  after  so  many  years 
of  dedicated  service,  but  with  a  lot  of 
memories  and  more  to  look  forward  to, 
Co-Lin  Natchez  Librarian  Willie  Mae 
Dunn  isn't  worried. 

"Well,  maybe  just  a  little,"  she  said 
with  a  smile. 

Dunn,  who  was  librarian  at  Co-Lin 
Natchez  for  17  years,  retired  July  1 . 

She  was  honored  June  24  at  the 
college  with  a  reception,  at  which  she 
was  presented  with  a  check  from  her 
colleagues  and  friends  to  be  used  for  a 
favorite  pastime,  traveling. 

Dunn  was  a  public  school  librarian  in 
Natchez  before  joining  the  Co-Lin 
Natchez  administration  in  July  1973. 

During  her  employment  at  Co-Lin,
